Sentence of death has been passed 
upon Commandant Lotter, the Caps 
rebel whose commando, composed al- 
most wholly of rebels, was captured 
by Major Scobel, south of Petersburg, 
early last month.

gosz. 
The name of the assassin of 


President McKinley. the commander 
says, sbonkl never be pronounced by 
Americans. Consistent with that com- 
mander's idea anii aim, his order does 
not Include the name Czolgosz, but re- 
'ers to the criminal only as tbe assas- 
sin of tbe president. The order, of 
course, will be obeyed, as it is a mili- 
tary order. 


Tlic commander's patriotism may not 


be disputed, but the extent of bis protit 
by tbe lessons of history is likely to be 
challenged. 
When on the birthday of 


Alexander the Great in 256 B. C., tbe 
Ephesian Herostratns set tire to the 
Temple of Artemis at Ephesus, he com- 
mitted tbe crime for tbe particular pur- 
pose of immortalizing his name. 


So soon as he acknowledged this to 


have been bis aim and desire the Ephe- 
slaixs put him to death and then enact- 
ed a law prohibiting the mearion eJ h!a 
name forever. 


The law, as a matter of course, ef- 


fected just the opposite of its purpose. 
The names of the incendiary might 
easily have been forgotten arid lost 
through the aites, with tbose of nobler 
and more Infamous men or of lesser 1 
humanity, btit it was perpetuated by 
the historians of 'Ephesus, and Hero- 
stratus will live on, 03 wtU tbe name of 
Czolgosx, Immortal in.
